night store to purchase some 
cigarettes about 2:30 a.rn 
When she didn't return, the 
mother called police.

definite tie as yet, the Collin 
County 
Sheriff’s Dept, 
is 
working closely with Dallas 


police and

Rockwall 
County Sheriff’s Dept, to see 
if there’s any connection 
between this death and the 
m urder of 18-year-old Betty 
Nash. 
Miss Nash was found, also

Bill Near Approval

$11.9 billion state budget that 
spends all available revenue 
to finance operation of the 
New County Court Created 


As Politicians Disagree on Timing and Need 


M c K I N N E Y - C o l l i n 
County will have a new 
county court at-law next 
year but not without con­ 
troversy am ong leading 
political and legal officials in 
the county. 
Although there was little 
opposition to the court when 
first proposed by State Rep. 
Bob Hendricks, timing and 
m onetary 
considerations 
were of prim e concern to 
elected county officials. 
Collin 
County 
Com­ 
missioners Court went on 
record 
as 
opposed 
to 
creating the court before the 
new courthouse is completed 
and County Judge Nathan 
White Jr., even went to 
Austin to try and convince 
the judiciary committee that 
the timing was all wrong. 
Judge White said he felt 
the court should be created 
at a later date due to space 
problem s in the present 
courthouse. 
He cited only one cour­ 
troom in the structure, and 
the fact that it is currently 
serving two courts, the 199th 
and 59th District Courts. 
Instead of a county court- 
at-law, Judge White and the 
com m issioners said they 
favored an additional full­ 
time district court to serve 
alongside the 199th with the 
59th going to full-time ser­ 
vice in Grayson County. 
Their reasoning was that 
costs of operating a new 
district court would be ab­ 
sorbed by the state but the 
county would be required to 
pay for a county court-at- 
law; at least for the first 
year of operation. 
Judge W hite cited an 
$18,000 per year cost for a 
judge’s salary, $20,300 for a 
reporter and bailiff, $8,000 
for 
social 
security 
paym ents, insurance and 
juvenile board supplements 
and $11,000 additional cost of 
two clerks in the County 
Clerk’s office. 
Rep. H endricks ag reed 
that there would be ad­ 
ditional costs to the county, 
especially 
in 
the 
County 
Clerk’s 
office 
where 
ad­ 
ditional 
help 
would 
be 
definitely needed. 


Bul he went on to say that 
revenue generated by the 
court would m ore than offset 
any additional expense. 
Most of the revenue would 
com e from m isdem eanor 
cases over which the 199th 
now has jurisdiction. That 
jurisdiction would transfer 
to the new court. 
Last 
y ear 
the 
199th 
D istrict C ourt g enerated 
$165,000 revenue and Judge 
W hite believes at 
least 
$100,000 of that will be 
generated by the new court 
when it becomes a func­ 
tioning court. 
What concerns the county 
judge most is where the 
money 
will 
go. 
Revenue 
generated by the new court 
will be used to operate that 
judicial office. 
But even with the new 
court “paying its own way,” 
the county still stands to lose 
money. 
About 80 percent of the 
revenue now generated by 
the 199th District Court is 
pumped into the county's 
road 
and 
bridge 
fund. 
B ecause 
m ost 
of 
that 
revenue will be lost, Judge 
White has predicted that a 
tax increase will be needed 
to offset the loss. 
Because of an ever in­ 
creasing docket for the 
district courts, Judge White 
said he believes the new 
court is needed, but in the 
best interest of the county, 
“ I think it is much wiser to 
put this thing off until 
September 1977 because then 
we will be in the new cour­ 
thouse 
and 
have 
m ore 
room.” 
When asked why he didn’t 
delay creation of the court 
until 1977, Rep. Hendricks 
said he didn’t know if that 
was possible. 
“ It is p o ssib le,” Rep. 
Hendricks said, “ the new 
court 
could 
have 
been 
created for 1977, but I didn’t 
brief it. 
“ It was just my feeling 
that the people think we need 
the court and need it now.” 
He went on to explain that 
most legislators in Austin 
feel courts created by this 
session of the legislature will 


be the last new offices until 
the judiciary system 
is 
reworked, “so I went ahead 
and asked for 
the new 
court.” 
Rep. Hendricks also ex­ 
plained that since the 199th 
w as given m isdem eanor 
jurisdiction four years ago, 
he (Hendricks) felt it was 
time to make a change. 
He went on to say that at 
the time, the m easure was 
understood 
by 
county 
commissioners to be a “stop 
gap” effort and “ I felt it was 
time 
to create 
the 
new 
court.” 
Rep. 
H endricks 
also 
agreed that creation of the 
new court may also make it 
necessary 
for 
D istrict 
Attorney Tom O’Connell to 


expand his staff, especially 
if 
the 
second 
full tim e 
district court is established. 
The district attorney said 
he felt expansion would 
mean a new prosecutor at 
$10,000 per year. $7,200 for a 
good secretary and $8,500 for 
an additional investigator. 
His staff presently consists 
of himself, three assistant 
p r o s e c u t o r s , 
t h r e e 
s e c re ta rie s and one in­ 
vestigator. 
O'Connell said. “ We may 
be able to get away with 
what we have now (staff 
members) but if the dif­ 
ferent courts hold sessions at 
the same time, it would 
require at least an additional 
prosecutor.” 
He explained that an 


additional 
prosecutor and 
heavier court loads, make it 
necessary to handle more 
p a p e rw o rk . 
That was another reason 
cited ly 
Hendricks 
for 
creation of the court, a largo 
backlog of cases pending in 
the courts. 
Admitting 
that 
he 
has 
m ore 
than 
80 
cases 
backlogged 
himself, 
Hen­ 
dricks said he thinks the new 
court will help “clean up” 
court dockets. 
“ Collin County has more 
than 90,000 people now ac­ 
cording 
to 
Council 
of 
G o v e r n m e n t 
r e c o r d s , ” 
Hendricks said, “ and court 
dockets 
a re 
lengthy, 
sometimes taking several 
days to call.

Police said he posed as a prospective 
tenant at apartm ents before attacking the m anagers. 
Robert T. Main, a detective with the Royal Oaks, Mich., 
police departm ent, said Taylor escaped a state m ental 
hospital in 1974 and was wanted for questioning in the 
disappearances of four women in Ann Arbor, Mich., Toledo, 
Ohio, and Seattle, Wash.

D EA R FRAN CES — I think you read about the product 
mentioned in some other column. We never give brand 
names of commercial products such as you mentioned. An 
old-fashioned remedy and one practically non-poisonous to 
people and pets is to mix one part borax to three parts of 
finely crushed chocolate and sprinkle generously around 
areas where the roaches have been seen or would be likely 
to appear at night. Some use half-and-half borax and 
powdered sugar. 
There are different kinds of roaches but when seen most 
in the kitchen or where food is the use of anything 
poisonous is highly dangerous. It might inadvertently come 
in contact with food or dishes. Such bugs often come home 
in grocery bags, cartons, etc., so before storing such things 
examine theta carefully to be sure one is not lurking in a 
corner. — PO LLY.

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Huge Trees Loom In Congaree Swamp 
Collins Testifies Before Committee 


By W ILLIAM STRACENER 
COLUMBIA, S C. (U PI) — 
Looming in the center of the 
Congaree Swamp are trees 
21 feet around and more than 
IOO feet tall. 
But the heart of the 70,000- 
acre 
swamp 
in 
South 
Carolina’s midlands is being 
logged at the rate of 500 to 
1,000 acres a year, and 
therein lies a controversy 
that has escalated into an 
environmental battle. 
Environmentalists 
have 
called for a moratorium on 
the logging and are leading a 
fight to preserve the swamp 
in its present state. The 
forestry industry says that 
step would threaten the 
forest economy, create job 
losses 
and 
reduce 
tax 
revenues. 
“ The area is significant 
because it’s the last major 
bottomland forest in a near 
pristine condition,’’ said 
James V. Elder, president of 
the 
Congaree 
Swamp 
N a t i o n a l 
P r e s e r v e 
Association. 
“ It’s a dinosaur in its own 
right.” 
Nestled 
along 
the 
Congaree River about 17 
miles southeast of here, the 
Congaree does not fit the 
textbook definition of a 
swamp. While parts are cov­ 
ered by water, much of the 
forest floor is void of heavy 
undergrowth and relatively 
dry except in periods of 
flooding or heavy rain. 
Naturalist John V. Dennis, 
who has spent considerable 
time in the swamp, saki its 
preservation is essential to 
the 
area’s 
life-support 
systems. 
Writing in the Sierra Club 
Bulletin, Dennis said, “ When 
silt-laden floodwaters from 
the uplands begin racing 
toward the coast, the river 
swamp fulfills its most 
important function. 
“ It absorbs the overflow 
like a sponge. The swamp is 
an enormous settling basin 
where silt and pollutants are 
filtered out and disposed of 
to a very large degree.” 
The state of South Carolina 
already owns 16,000 acres of 
the 
swamp. 
It 
is 
a 
recreational 
area 
ad­ 
ministered by Santee-Cooper 
(the South Carolina Public 
Service Authority). The 
most controversial area in 
question encompasses 14,000 
acres deep in the swamp. 
The tract is owned by the 
Frank Beidler 
family of 
Chicago and is leased to a 
hunt club. 
Preservationists fear the 
logging now going on will 
eventually 
destroy 
the 
uniqueness of the swamp. 
“ Some 11,000 acres must 
look almost about the same 
as did bottomland forests at 
the time of Columbus,” said 
Dennis. 
The swamp is thick with 
giant loblolly pines, bald 
cypress, water tupelo and 
other trees with no match for 
their size. 
The National Park Service 
studied 21,000 acres, in­ 
cluding the Beidler tract, in 
1963 and recommended the 
area be made into a national 
park preserve, and it agreed 
last December to study the 
entire swamp. The study, 
which has not yet begun, is 
expected to take 18 to 24 
months to complete. 
“ The 70,000 acres should 
not cloud the importance of 
the Beidler tract,” said 
Elder. “ The Beidler tract 
does not need further study. 
The area could be ruined by 
then.” 
Elder and other preser­ 
vationists have urged the 
s ta te ’s 
co n g ressio n al 
delegation to ask the Park 
Service to expedite the study 
and to introduce legislation 
immediately to preserve the 
21,000 acres already studied 
by the Park Service. 
No state official has taken 
a firm stand on the issue, but 
John Tiller, head of the state 
Forestry Commission, said 
he would like to see the 
swamp managed from a 
multiple-use 
standpoint, 
indicating 
he 
favors 
selective cutting of trees. 
Active opposition to the 
preservationists has come 
from the Sooth .Carolina 
Forestry Association and 
Marion 
Burnside, 
a 
Columbia auto dealer whose 
Cedar Creek Hunt Club 
leases and maintains the 
Beidler tract. 
W. 
Morris 
Morgan, 
president of the forestry 
group, said in a recent letter 
mailed to some 7,000 persons 
interested in the swamp 
that the association’s board 
of directors will oppose 


government 
condemnation 
of private property to create 
the preserve. 
“ It 
(the 
association) 
agrees there is merit in 
setting aside a portion of the 


unique natural area for 
public use and scientific 
study, but only if a lan­ 
downer is willing to sell such 
property,” he said. 
Burnside said the Beidlers 


do not want to sell the land 
but have agreed to spare the 
trees. 
Robert R. Scott, executive 
vice president of the forestry 
association, said the swamp 


is being maintained “ in as 
pristine an environment now 
as it would be as a national 
park.” 
Noting that the forestry 
industry is the third largest 


in the state, Scott main­ 
tained that “ in the Congaree 
area alone, 3,200 people earn 
at 
least 
part 
of 
their 
livelihoods from the timber 
harvested in the Congaree 


Swamp.” 


The association said $4.7 
million in standing timber 
would be removed from 
production annuallv and 


another $117 million would 
be lost each year to the 
state’s economy in tran­ 
sportation, processing and 
secondary manufacturing if 
the preserve is established

Third District Represen­ 
tative testified that scientific 
reports show that the lap 
belt-shoulder 
harness 
system is roughly twice as 
effective as the air bag 
alone, and just as effective 
as the air bag plus lap belt. 
Therefore to insure the same 
amount of safety the driver 
would be able to subtract 
only the shoulder harness. 
Congressm an 
Collins 
provided DOT officials with 
several important facts. 
“ The present seat belt- 
shoulder harness system 
costs an average of $125.” he 
said. “ The new seat belt-air 
bag system will cost an 
average of $325 
In studying the overall 
figures, Collins noted that 
this would mean car buyers 
would be spending $200 for a 
system which would be no 
more effective than the one 
they now have. Translated 
into national figures, Collins 
estimated a total of $2 billion 
per year in a 10-million car 
year. 
“ It is also important to 
look at the malfunction 
aspect,” 
Collins 
said. 
“ Based on past inadvertent 
deployment of air bags, and 
the present consumer trend, 
which could bring the total 
number of cars to 
IOO 
million, we could have 20,000 
cases of malfunctions per 
year.” 
Collins also cited another 
example of the lack of 
foresight in the proposed 
safety devise. Despite the 
trend toward economical 
compact and sub-compact 
cars 
by 
the 
American 
buyers, there has been no 
method devised of installing 
the air bag system in these 
models. 
Representative 
Collins 
noted that GM has prepared 
for 100,000 air bag-equipped 
cars. The proposed option 
cost GM $60 million in 
research and development 
and the company has an­ 
nounced that it will 
not 
continue the option. 
“ Before this department 
procedes to make binding 
rules with regard to in­ 
stallation of air bags,” 
Collins concluded, “ I would 
recommend 
a 
more 
thorough and exhaustive 
study of the safety ef­ 
fectiveness, 
public 
ac­ 
ceptance, and possible in­ 
flationary impact.”
